The Pa rish. 
It is to b e rememb ered that, as in tho 
apostolic age the work of converting 
the 
world 
started 
from 
the great 
towns, so was this emphatically the 
case in Gau l. 
IIow early or how late 
the practice b ecame general of calling 
the cou ntry cu re the parish and the 
episcopal see the diocese I have never 
b een ab le to discover. As early as the 
fou rth centu ry we find mention of 
cou ntry chu rches with lands b elonging 
to them, and In the next centu ry the 
nu mb ers of these fou ndations so mu ch 
increased that Sldonlu s (A. D. 430-488; 
mentions a visitation he made of the 
ru ral chu rches in his diocese (Au ­ 
vergne), and we notice that b y this 
time these settlements are sometimes 
called parlochiae and sometimes dio­ 
cese. 
Later on Gregory of Tou rs (A. D. 
630-593) more often calls the cou ntry 
cu res dioceses and the episcopal see 
the parochla. Bu t, call them w hat you 
will, we are fairly well Instru cted as 
to the manner in which the cou ntry 
parishes (as we call them now) rose u p 
In Gau l, and I have a su spicion that 
what was tru e of Gau l was tru e, mu - 
tatis mu tandis, of Britain. 
I have a 
su spicion that If we had for British 
history anything approaching to that 
wealth of original sou rces which we 
have for early French history du ring 
the first five or six centu ries of ou r 
era we shou ld have evidence that some, 
perhaps many, of ou r English parishes 
existed as eccl(‘slastical parishes, with 
pretty mu ch the same b ou ndaries as 
they have today and are su rvivals of a 
condition of affairs anterior to the Sax­ 
on conqu est.—Nineteenth Centu ry.

The First Baptist churo h o f Dix o n 
held its annual business meeting Wed­ 
nesday evening In the lecture ro o m o f 
the church. 
A large number o f the 
membership and co ngregatio n, with 
Invited friends were present 
A fter a preliminary devo tio nal and 
so ng service the business o f the even­ 
ing was intro duced by tbe pasto r, Rev. 
Billings, who called fo r the repo rts o f 
o fficers 
Tbe 
repo rt o f the clerk 
stated th at the church passed Its 67th 
anniversary last May, having been o r­ 
ganized with seven 
members—six 
wo men and o ne man—May 28, 1838, 
as the Baptist churo h o f Dix o u and 
Buffalo Gro ve; and fo ur years later 
was separated into two o rganizatio ns, 
abo ut 40 members remaining with tbe 
Dix o n so ciety. 
Durio g the general revival which 
swept the co untry in 1857 and 1853 the 
churo h received large accesso ries, and 
its co urse fro m the first has been 
generally o ne o f enco uraging pro gress. 
One year ago the church repo rted a 
membership o f 220.

Brave« , th e Chief Industry o f W hich 
1« Lace Making. 
Bruges lace has been made in the 
co nvents o f Bruges by o ld wo men 
who se hands have gro wn stiff clicking 
thw bo bbins back and fo rth, who learn­ 
ed when they were children fro m o ther 
o ld wo men, who iu turn had learned it 
fro m o ther o ld wo men, and so o n back 
fo r hundreds o f years. Lace making is 
the chief industry o f this city o f Bel­ 
gium, the capital o f the pro vince o f 
West Flanders, but that It has no t 
made fo r the pro sperity o f the place 
is attested by the fact that in a po pu­ 
latio n o f so mething like 50,000 there 
are 15.000 paupers. It is a very quaint 
o ld city, the co rpo ratio n o f weavers o f 
Bruges having been celebrated In the 
time o f Charlemagne. 
It reached the 
height o f Its pro sperity In the fifteenth 
century, when it was o ne o f the great 
co mmercial empo riums o f the wo rld 
and was famed far and wide fo r Its 
tapestries. The great pro sperity, ho w­ 
ever, led to such ex travagant habits in 
dress and so cial life that Charles V. 
was o bliged to pass stringent sumptu­ 
ary laws. Co mplicatio ns between sub­ 
sequent rulers and the peo ple led to 
the remo val o f all trade to Antwerp 
and the ruin o f Bruges as a co mmer­ 
cial center, but the name and fame o f 
Its lace have been imperishable.—New 
Yo rk Herald.

“ W ithin tw enty y ears thou sands of 
p eop le who hav e taken up gov ernm ent 
lands in the im p erial v alley will be 
driv en out by w ater, their homes and 
fields form ing the bottom of an im­ 
mense inland sea,” he said. 
“The cause of the coming catastro­ 
p he is p oor engineering in div erting 
the course of the Colorado riv er for 
irrigation p urp oses. 
The riv er has cut 
into the banks of its new cou rse to 
such an extent th at nearly all of the 
Colorado riv er (lows down Into the 
v alley . 
The engineers realize the d an ­ 
ger, bu t after m any frantic efforts 
hav e failed to change the riv er’s course 
back to its old bed. 
“Not for tw enty y ears will the ev ap ­ 
oration down there be equal to the ln- 
tlow into tbe v alley . 
By that tim e u 
million acres of the v alley , which is 
from 00 to 265 feet below the sea lev el, 
will be cov ered by an inland sea.”
